Ambrose Gohring, who has been a s ­ 
sociated with the Rushville 
Glove 
Factory since 19 11, has 
been 
re ­ 
tained by tin* new management 
as 
superintendent for the local 
con­ 
cern. 
The Rushville Glove factory was 
organized and began operations in a 
small basement room in the Mauzy 
building, at Second 
and 
Perkins 
streets, in *19 09 . The business 
was 
founded by the late A rthur B. Irvin, 
T. L. licet) and J. C. Caldwell. 
Six 
machines were used in the 
business 
at the start. 
Today the concern owns a large 
two story brick building and there 
are 52 machines in operation. 
The 
pay roll of the local plant shows 45 
persons employ ed. 1 nder the 
new 
management, it was stated that 
an 
ex pansion program is to he launch­ 
ed, and Mr. Gohring stated he

CRUCIAL BATTLE IN 


Armies of Old and New Regime Face 
Each Other At Sunkiang, Key to 
Shanghai 


FOREIGNERS AWAIT 
DECISION 


If Nationalists Win, They 
Have 
Sworn To Throw Out 
Treaties 
With Foreign Nations 


( B y Unite<J P r e s s ) 
Armies of the old and new China 
fa ed each other today a t Sunkiang, 
key to Shanghai, in what may prove 
the decisive battle in the long civil 
war. 
Behind the Shanghai 
barricades 
and out a<*ross the rice fields and 
plains in hundreds 
of 
unprotected 
cities and villages, Americans and 
other foreigners waited for the de­ 
cision whch m ay sweep 
away the 
special foreign protection and privi­ 
leges enjoy ed for decades. 
Rolling up from Canton 
and the 
south are the nationalist legions un­ 
der Chiang Kai-Shek. Fired by vic­ 
tories under their Russian generals 
and cry ing “ China 
for the Chin­ 
ese,” they arc fighting 
to 
rid the 
country of its old militarists and po­ 
liticians 
and 
“ unequal” 
foreign 
trentes. 
Coming down from Mongolia, 
to 
aid the Cantonese is the nationalist 
northern artny led by the “ christian 
general” Feng Yu-Hsiang. 
In Honan province is Wu Pei-Fu, 
nominally of the conservative coali­ 
tion, but reported wavering 
toward 
the nationalists. 
And forming 
a barrier 
against 
the nationalists are the troops 
oi‘ 
the 
M anchurian 
war-lord 
Chang 
Tso-Lin, and his allies Sun Chaung- 
Fang and Chang Chung-Shang. The 
latter, following the defeat of Sun 
at Hangchow is rally ing the north ­ 
ern troops to the defense of Sunki­ 
ang and Shanghai. 
If the nationalists win, they have v 
sworn to throw out the treaties un­ 
der which foreign nations maintain 
courts and troops in China and fix 
tariffs. If 
the 
conservatives 
win, 
foreigners ex pect to salvage at l^ast 
some of their special privileges. 
Japan, alleged ally of Chang Tso- 
Lin, is reported play ing a waiting 
game. Great Britain has negotiated 
a separate agreement with the 
na ­ 
tionalist 
renouncing 
some 
of her 
com'ossion, and is now negotiating 
with the (conservatives. 
The United States has offered 
to 
negotiate a modification 
of the un­ 
equal treaties as soon as the Chinese 
falvtions agree on delegates. 
Meanwhile the "United States lias 
joined with other foreign 
govern­ 
ments in warning the native generals 
to respect the 
neutrality 
of 
the 
Shanghai international settlement. 
British and other foreign troops 
are patroling the 
settlement 
and

NOW GOES TO THE SENATE 


Rushville’s proposed new federal 
building was a step nearer 
today 
following adoption late Monday 
of

presentatives in Washington. 
The bill appropriates $40,000 
to 
buy a site and s ta rt the erection of 
a federal building in Rushville. 
The hill now goes to the 
senate 
where it is practically assured

ing it. 
The total appropriation for Rusli- 
ville, as agreed on in the bill

passed, was $115,000, and the pres­ 
ent action of the congress will make 
more than one thirds of it 
available

operations.

building for Rushville is nearer than 
at first thought.

A ration for a chick should 
in­ 
clude protein, carbohydrates, 
fats 
minerals, 
water 
and 
vitamins. 
These, when properly supplied in the 
feeds given and 
held 
in 
proper 
amounts and proportions to each ot­ 
her, 
will 
usually 
insure 
normal 
growth. The animal sources of pro­ 
tein in feeds are buttermilk or skim 
milk, dried 
buttermilk, 
semi-solid 
buttermilk, meat scraps, lish scraps 
and tankage, and the chief 
vege­ 
table sources are soybean meal, glu­ 
ten feed, oil meal, and cottonseed 
meal. The animal sources 
are the 
more popular because they are of­ 
ten thought to be better than those 
from plants. 
Of the animal products, milk 
in 
some form is undoubtedly the best, 
because all the amino acids needed 
by an animal are yielded in sufficient 
amounts. The form of milk that is 
best to use is controlled largely by 
conivenience and cost. (See Purdue 
Extension Leaflet No. 141.) 
Meat 
scraps, lish scraps 
and 
tankage 
have all been used in chick feeding 
with good results, but they are sec­ 
ond in choice to some form of milk. 
Growth is dc|>endent on the protein 
intake and whenever it is lacking in 
the ration the development of muscle 
is retarded. Nature will not provide 
enough in the form of 
bugs 
and 
worms or green grasses to adequate­ 
ly meet the needs pi young chicks. 
The carbohydrates and fats 
are 
supplied through the grains such as 
corn, wheat, and oats and are need­ 
ed to supply fat, heat, and energy 
Because of the comparative cheap­ 
ness ctf grain, the ration is seldom 
lacking in energy producing feed, 
but its importance must not be mi­ 
nimized. 
The minerals such as phosphorus, 
calcium, and sodium are necessary 
t or the formatioruot hone and leath­ 
ers and for the proper metabolism 
of1 digested food by the blood. The 
newest views ot nutrition emphasize 
the need of minerals as a part 
of 
efpry ration and show that the ap­ 
parent superiority of meat 
scraps 
over gluten feed is probably due to 
the former carrying 25 per cent and 
the latter only 
about 
6 per 
cent 
minerals. Low Phosphorus may 
be 
obtained in steam hone or acid phos­ 
phate, calcium in limestone, oyster 
shell or pearl grit and a combination 
of sodium and chlorine is found in 
common salt. T h u s .a suitable mineral, 
mixture to be fed when needed, can 
he made up of 24 pounds limestone, 
21 pounds steam hone or 42 pounds 
acid phosphate and 15 pounds of 
salt.

tor Nejdl declared:
